the part of the Harriman lines, and 
their allied interests to gain control 
of the electric power 
situation

Northern California and Nevada by the 
purchase of options on all available 
power sites on unappropriated lands. 
President Roosevelt today signed 
a 
proclamation adding 
three 
hundred 
thousand acres to the Tahoe forest re­ 


serve. 
The proclamation today came after 
a long struggle, in which 
Congress­ 
man Englebrtght bitterly opposed the 
forest service’s demand. 
A bill 
by 
Englebright now pending in the house 
provides the taking away from 
the 
president the power to 
cftate 
any 
new national forests in California or 
make additions to existing reserves. 
When the land was first withdrawn 
for inspection it was discovered that 
E. H. Harriman had secured options 
on nearly every available power site 
in the affected district and had an 
nounced he was going to use the pow 
er to haul trains over 
the 
Truckee 
mountains. 
A corporation known as 
the California and Nevada 
Electric 
Power Company had 
recently 
pur­ 
chased the Fleisebacker interests 
in 
Nevada and California 
and 
several 
hundred power sites were actually se­ 
cured.
